Oklahoma City is going after the 
speeders. 
After a long series of accidents

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THE VOICE OF WARNING 


The effort of Jos. W. Bailey to check federalism in Texas 
has been duplicated by Senator France of Maryland, who has 
raised the cry of warning in his state against the ever grow­ 
ing powers of Federalism. 
The two men are interesting for 
their difference, for while Bailey is well known as a Jeffer­ 
sonian, the Maryland senator has long trained with the old 
guard Republicans. 
But the two men agree on this, that if 
the liberties of the people and local self government are to 
survive, Federalism must be ^checked and the governmental 
powers decentralized. 
The popular charge that Bailey is a disgruntled poli­ 
tician and a repudiated leader will not apply to France of 
Maryland. The latter is now a leading senator. He is still a 
power in Maryland politics, and the easy way for personal 
success for him would be to apply the time proven game of 
preaching loyalty to his party and glorying in the record his 
party has made. 
Instead of such a hackneyed course he 
chooses to declare that both the old parties are as dead as 
the principles that gave them being. 
He solemnly assures 
the public that unless the autocratic powers of government 
are decentralized, the glory of America will have vanished. 
The utterance of Senator France is most significant as a 
political symptom. The very fact that such a speech 
has been made is significant. 
That it has been made by a 
successful senator and by a life-long disciple of Hamiltonian 
Republicanism is truly astonishing. That Senator France has 
given expression to such a sentiment is sufficient warning to 
the country that a really grave danger to American institu­ 
tions exists today and that a large and growing number 6f 
people are alive to that danger. 
No loyal citizen opposed the vesting of such unexampled 
power in the Federal government. 
Everyone felt that the 
successful prosecution of the war demanded that such powers 
be given the government. But no patriotic citizen wants those 
powers retained by the general government, now that the 
war is ended. 
And there is not a thinking citizen in all the 
country who is not concerned over the manifest intention of 
the general government to retain all the powers it has been 
granted and the evident intention of congress to make no 
effort towards decentralization. 
The rapid destruction of state rights means nothing to the 
public until it understands once and for all that state rights 
are nothing more or less than popular rights. 
The abolition 
of state rights is simply the abolition 
of 
popular 
rights. 
State rights was the shield behind which popular freedom 
fought for a century. 
The removal of that shield Tbares the 
very breast of American freedom to the evils of autocratic 
government. Every power taken over by the general govern­ 
ment is an infringement on the liberties of the people and an 
abridgement of the rights they won on the fields of war. 
---------------- o---------------- 
The announcement of Ben F. Harrison of Calvin that he 
will be a candidate for re-election as representative from 
Hughes County is a news item important not only to the peo­ 
ple of his county but to every citizen of the state. No better 
man has ever sat in the legislature of Oklahoma, and the en­ 
tire state is fortunate when such men as he are put on guard. 
The four years he served as secretary of state gave him a 
knowledge of state affairs that few men possess. 
We have 
known every state official Oklahoma has had during the past 
ten years, and we have never known one who was superior 
to Ben Harrison. His long service in the legislature has added 
to the reputation he acquired in the secretary’s office and he 
is known today as one of the state’s most valuable citizens. 
Hughes County would be honoring herself by nominating 
and electing Ben Harrison by acclamation.

5:00 this afternoon. 
Judge McCain was born at Mon­ 
ticello, 
Arkansas, 
December 
16, 
1874, his father being Judge W. S. 
McCain and his mother Eliza C. Mc­ 
Cain. 
The family moved to Little 


there until subsequent removal to 
Muskogee. 
Spanish War Veteran. 
During the Span sa-American war 
Judge McCain served as adjutant cf 
the First Arkansas regiment with 
rank of first lieutenant. 
He was married in 1900 to Kath­ 
erine Adams, a daughter of Captain 
Samuel B. Adams and 
a 
grand­ 
daughter of Major John D. Adams, 
one of the prominent pioneer lait i- 
lies of Arkansas. 
Judge McCain served in the Ark­ 
ansas legislature in 1900, moving 
to Muskogee in 1904 and practicing 
law under the firm name of Harri­ 
son and McCain and later as O’Hare 
and McCain. 
Upon the creation of 
the superior court for Muskogee 
county, Oklahoma, 
Judge 
McCain 
was appointed superior judge 
of 
that court by Governor C. N. Has­ 
kell. where he served two years 
Rock in 1884 where Judge McCain under that appointment 
and 
was 
resided until his removal to Musko­ 
gee, Oklahoma, in 1964.

izations of the principal middle west 
and southern states, which has been 
asked to lend its weight to fruition 
of the plan. 
Answers to letters sent to more 
than a score of cities in the organi­ 
zation enthusiastically endorse the 
plan, according to H. G. McLean of 
Louisville, asstetant foreign freight 
traffic manager of the two rail­ 
roads. 
Mr. McLean says the plan is sim­ 
ilar to that proposed by the Brit­ 
ish government which proposes

gigantic touring exhibition for Brit­ 
ish industry. 
The British plan, as

EDMONTON, Alta.—The beaver 
once threatened with extinction, has 
“come back” under protective laws 
to such an extent in Albert that 
the porvincial government has pro­ 
claimed an open trapping season 
lasting until April 30 in all of the 
country south of the 55th parallel 
of latitude. 
Beavers may be said to have been 
the architects of Ermonton*s early 
fortunes. The Hudson’s Bay Com­ 
pany's pioneer fur post founded on 
the city’s site in 1795 flourished on 
its trade in beaver pelts. Every1 
prairie stream was full of beavers: 
and the 3,000,000 acres of land dot-| 
ted through every township of Al­ 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
south of the North Saskatchewan 
river, which the company has now j 
thrown open to farm settlement, 
was once included in the richest 
beaver country in Canada. Wheni 
the settlers began swarming in upon 
the prairies in the last quarter of 
the last century, the prairies were 
swept almost clean of beaver. Laws 
for its protection later gave the ani­ 
mal peace from its human enemies 
and it is now again plentiful in 
many districts. 
In view of the wide-spread dam-1 


age to farms, caused by beavers In 
the last year, the Alberta govern­ 
ment has declared war on the ani­ 
mal which is the national emblem of 
Canada. 
Farmers everywhere are 
busy trapping and it is expected that 
at least 1,500 beavers will be taken 
before the open season ends. Farm­ 
ers will be able to turn a pretty 
penny for their trapping, as beaver 
pelts are now selling at from $26 
to $30 apiece.

COTTOI GROWERS 


ASE LOSING MOREY 


WASHINGTON, D. C. March 25. 
(Special) \ preliminary report on 
the cost of cottou production for 
llfl8, just issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
shows a “bulk line” cost of 28 cents 
per pound if lint. At a price fixed 
on this basis, 85 per cent of the cot­ 
ton produced 
o q the 842 farms 
from which cost figures were ob­ 
tained would have been produced at 
a profit, and 66 per cent of the 
farmers concerned would have made 
money. At a price fixed on the bas­ 
is of average cosr of production— 
23 cents—only 351 of 
the 
842 
farmers, or 41.7 per cent, would 
have made a profit. 
The data from which these fig­ 
ures were derived were gathered 
by the Office of Farm Management 
during May and June ,1919, in parts 
of Alabama, Georgia, , South Caro­ 
lina,and Texas. The records, which 
are for the 1918 crop, show in de­ 
tail for each of the 842 farms the 
expenditures that should be charged 
to the cotton crop for labor, seed 
fertilizer, manure, baskets, sheets, 
and sacks used in picking, ginning, 
bags, ties, use of land, use of ma­ 
chinery, incurance, taxes' and over­ 
head. These figures have just been 
tabulated, and the results of the 
survey will soon be published in 
fuU. 
It was found that the net cost 
of production ranged from 8 cents 
a pound to $1.07. Three farms, to­ 
taling only 35 acres, produced cot­ 
ton at the minimum cost. Only 22 
farms produced at a cost less than 
14 cents, while over 50 show costs 
ranging from 50 cents to $1.07 per 
pound. 
The average yield of lint cotton 
for all districts was 227 pounds per 
acre. There was a variation in yield 
from 78 pounds per acre for the 
lowest producing ten farms to 481 
for the highest producing ten farms. 
Yield per acre, in general, shows 
a controUing influence upon cost 
per pound. Where yields were high 
the cost per pound' was usually 
found to be comparatively low, and 
vice versa. For example, the opera­ 
tor who is found to produce 300 
pounds of cotton per acre at a cost 
of $60 per acre, produces at the 
rate of 20 cents per pound; while
